General 
Berti's T rm p i Surrendered 
lo ln**nrger»ta, 
Panama, Sept. IO.—Th*1 surrender to 
the Colombian Insurgents of the gov­ 
ernm ent general, Morales Berti, and 
the troops of his command at Agua 
Dulce, which has previously been re­ 
ported and which was generally be­ 
lieved to have taken place, has now 
been confirmed. 
Gen. Bertl, who had 
been besieged at Agua D uke by the 
insurgents since July 28, only surrend­ 
ered when his cause was hopeless. 
In the act of surrender the Insurgent 
general, Benjamin Herrera, declares 
he recognizes the abnegation of Gen, 
Berti and his men, whom he succeeded 
in dom inating because of the superior­ 
ity of his forces and the quantity of 
m unitions of war of all kinds at his 
disposal. 
He promises to hold inviolate the 
lives and honor of his piisoners and 
he allows Gen. Berri to 
retain 
his 
sword as a mark of honor in recogni­ 
tion of his heron- defense of Agua 
Dulce. 
Th*- s urrendered generals and 
officers have been paroled at Peno- 
nome and Santiago de Veraguac. 
In 
the last article of the act of surrender 
Gen. Berti makes it known that he only 
capitulated to the ene my when com­ 
pelled to do so by absolute lack of 
food of any kind for his men, and tha 
conviction that the governm ent could 
not send him tim ely help. 
It Is be­ 
lieved in governm ent circles that the 
surrender of Gen. Berti at Agua Dulce 
sim plifies the situation for Gen. Sala­ 
zar, governor of Panama, who can now 
devote the forces of his comm and to 
the defense of Panama and 
Colon. 
Gen. Herrera is expected to change his 
field of operations to the isthm us, and 
he will probably locate his camp som e­ 
where on the railroad line betw een 
Panama and Colon. 
It is believed that 
a big battle will take place som ewhere 
betw een these two ports.
